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London, November 1.—Lord Kitchener 
has reported to the war office a disaster 
to the British near Bethel, eastern Trans- 
yaal. in which two guns were lost, several 
officers killed or wounded and fifty-four 
men killed and 160 wounded. 

The following is the text of Lord Kitch- 
ener’s dispatch, dated Pretoria, Novem- 
ber 1: 

“T have just heard of a severe attack 
made on the rear guard of Colonel Ben- 
son's column when about 20 miles north- 
west of Bethel, near Brokenlaagte, during 
a thick mist. 

“The strength of the enemy is reported 
to have been a thousand. They rushed 
two guns with the rear guard, but it is 
uncertain whether they were able to re- 
move them. 

“I fear our casualties were heavy. Colo- 
nel Benson was wounded, but not severe- 
ly. A relieving column will reach him 
fis morning.’’ 

Later Lord Kitchener telegraphed as 
follows: 

“Colonel Barter, who marched from the 
constabulary line yesterday, reached 
Benson's column early this (Friday). un- 
opposed. He reports that Colonel Ben- 

. ow died of his wounds, 
List of Officers Killed. 

“The other casualties are as follows: 

“Kitled—Colonel E. Guinness, Major F. 
D. Murray, Captains M. W. Lindsay and 
Fr. T. Thorould, Lieutenants E. V. I. 
Brooks and R. E. Shepherd and Second 
Lieutenant A. J. Corlett. 

“Died of wounds, Captain Eyre Lioud.”’ 

Lord Kitchener then gives the names 
of thirteen other officers who were 
wounded, most of them severely, and an- 
nounces that fifty-four non-commissioned 
officers and men were killed and 160 
wounded, adding that four of the latter 
have since died of their wounds. The dis- 
patch then says: 

“T assume that the two guns have been 
recovered and the enemy has withdrawn, 
but I have no further detalls. 

“I deeply regret the loss of Colonel Ben- 
gon and the other officers and men who 
fell with him. In Benson the service 
loses a most gallant and capable officer, 
who invariablyled his column with mark- 
ed success and judgment. 

Fought at Close Quarters. 

“The fighting was at very close quar- 
ters and maintained with determination 
on both sides. The enemy suffered heav- 
ily, but I have not yet received a reif:- 
ble estimate. 

“The Boers retired east.’’ 

Colonel Benson had been for some time 
operating in the vicinity of Bethel, which 
is northeast of Standerton. He surprised 
a Boer laager October 22 near Trichards- 
fontein, taking thirty-seven prisoners. 
Three days later, according to Lord 
Kitchener’s report at the time, after a 
long night march, the commandoes under 
Grobelaar and Erasmus, “heavily attack- 
ed Benson's rear guard and flanks at 
Yzirvarkfontein, but were easily driven 
away.”’ 

Whether this was the attack which re- 
sulted so disastrously or whether the 
Boers who had been repulsed took, ad- 
vantage of the mist to renew the attack 
is still unexplained. Lord Kitchener does 
not give the date of the Bethel engage- 
ment.

ASHINGTON, November 1.—Over 
W and above the four warships for 
‘which congress directed him 

last session to prepare plans, as a basis 
for appropriation at the ‘next session, 
Secretary Long has before him the rec- 
ommendations of the board of naval con- 
Struction looking to the authorization by 
congress for the building of forty more 
naval vessels of all classes from battle- 
Ships down to tug boats. The plans for 
the two arnrored cruisers and two battle- 
ships, projected by congress last: session, 
already have been prepared, and look 
to the construction of about 16,000 ton 
battleships and 14,000 ton cruisers. The 
battleships and cruisers additional to 
these which the construction board pro- 
pcses probably will be of about the same 
size and general type. The board's com- 
plete plan is: 

Three seagoing battleships of about 16,- 
000 tons displacement. 

Two armored cruisers of about 14,500 
tons. 

Six gunboats of about 1,200 tons, 

Six gunboats of about 600 tons. 

Six gunboats of about 200 tons. 


Two colliers of about 15,000 tons. 

One repair ship of about 7,500 tons. 

Six training ships of about 2,000 tons. 

Four picket ships of about 2,000 tons. 

Four picket boats of about 660 tons. 

Four tug boats. 

While the above appears to be a start- 
ling amount of naval construction to rec- 
ommend to congress, it may be noted 
that it is after all nearly a repetition 
of the programme submitted to that 
body through Secretary Long by the 
construction board last year, and it is 
even smaller than the aggregate ton- 
nage proposed to be authorized by the 
general, or Dewey, board. In each case 
the recommendafions are but the steps 
necessary to be taken to carry out the 
general policy of providing the United 
States with a modern navy of no more 
than sufficient strength, yet made up 
of harmonious units. This policy. was 
thought out carefully by the two boards 
and if it is carried out as proposed they 
declare that the symmetrical navy finally 
provided would be very much more ef- 
fective than the more numerous navies 
of several of the European powers.

Paris, November 2.—‘‘The sultan has 
ordered the completion with all speed of 
the defenses at Salonika, Smyrna and 
the entrance to the Dardanelies,’’ says 
the Constantinople correspondent of The 
Echo de Paris. “Submarine mines will 
be placed and troops mobilized at points 
where disembarkations are likely. 

“A violent anti-French feeling prevails 
and fears’ are felt for the safety of French 
residents in Turkish cities, Constantino- 


ple excepted.” 

The dispatch from Toulon announcing 
the return of Admiral Caillard’s division 
of the French Mediterranean squadron 
to that port proves to be incorrect. The 
officials of the foreign office today in- 
formed the Associated Press that the 
adniiral has not yet returned, and that 
the! facts set forth in these dispatch§s 
yesterday are correct. The admiral if 
now on his way to Turkish waters. 

The incorrect announcement from Tou- 
lon of ‘the return of Admiral Caillard’s 
division, which created a great sensa- 
tion, emanated from the eorrespondent of 
a well-known agency. The expectation 
is that Admiral Maigret, commander of 
the Mediterranean fleet, returned to 
Toulon at 7 o’clock yesterday evening 
with all his vessels except the one be- 
longing to Admiral Caillard’s division. 
The correspondent of the news agency 
referred to miscounted the vessels, owing 
to the darkness. 

A corrected list of Admiral Calillard’s 
ships is now published. A special squad- 
ron was formed, composed of the battle- 
ships Gaulois and Charlemagne, the 
cruisers Admiral Pothau, Chanzey and 
Galilee, and two torpedo boat destroyers 
of the Hallabarde type.

In ad- 
dition to the $13,616,210 already appro- 
priated for the twelfth census, an addi- 
tional appropriation of $1,972,120 for next 
year is asked. Other items call for $7,-

St. Louis, Mo., November 1—The lst 
of deaths attributed to lockjaw as a re- 
sult of the administration of diphtheria 
anti-toxine manufactured by the ofty 
chemist numbers eleven, two new deaths 
being reported today. Eleven other -chil- 
dren are reported to the health depart- 
ment as suffering from lockjaw, with 
slight chances for recovery. Thé cause of 
lockjaw in each case is safd to be polson- 
ing from the city’s diphtiéria anti- 
toxine. 

As a result of the charges, the health 
department has begun the free distridu- 
tion of tetanus anti-toxine. It is design- 
ed to inject the serum into the blood of 
diphtheria patients who have been tnoe- 
ulated with the tetanus infected serv 
and this exposed to lockjaw. US Fe 

The health department has announced 
that no more diphtheria anti-toxine will 


be manufactured by the city of St. Louis. . 


Investigation Is Pushed. 

The investigation ordered by the city 
coroner to determine positively the cause 
of the deaths of the eight children who 
are alleged to have died of lockjaw fol- 


lowing the administration of the citys 


anti-toxine is being pushed, and it is-ex- . 


pected that its object will be accomplt 

ed in a few days. Doctors Bolton, Fish 
and Waldron, three of the most experi- 
enced bacteriologists in St. Louis; are 
making tests with the anti-toxine and 
the serum taken from the spinal columns 
of the dead children. 

Dr. Ravold, city bacteriologist, who 
made the anti-toxine complained of from 
serum taken from a horse which devel- 
oped tetanus on October 1, and was shot, 
declares that if the animal's system con- 
tained tetanus baccilli on August 24, when 
the last serum was taken from him, 4t 
was impossible to detect it by an inspee- 
tion of the horse. 


Germs in the Toxine. 


At the Baptist hospital an independent. 


investigation has convinced Drs. A. B. 
Nichols, P. C. Harris and C. CGC. Mortis 
that the presence of tetanus germs in the 
city anti-toxine is indisputable. A guinea 
pig was inoculated with the anti-toxine 
Wednesday night, developed symptoms 
of lockjaw Thursday morning and died 
today. 

Agnes Keenan, the 7-year-old daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. William Keerlan, died 
this morning from tetanus. Chester and 
Mamie Keenan are also suffering with 
lockjaw and their physician does not hold 
out any hope for their recovery. Two of 
the Keenan children who have died were 
inoculated merely for the sake of pre- 
caution, neither of them being sick, 
ong both had been exposed to diph- 
the .

NEGROES ARE INCREASING 
IN THE NORTH AND WEST 


Census Bureau Furnishes Interest- 
ing Statistics on School, Militia 
and Voting Ages for All 
the States and the 
Territories. 


Washington, November 1.—The census 
report on school, militia and voting ages 
for all states and territories shows the 
following summary for the country as a 
whole: 

Persons of schpol age, 5 to 20 years, 26,- 
110,789. of whom 24,897,130 are native born, 
22 490,211 are white and 13,086,160 are males, 
Males of militia age, ‘16,360,363, of whom 
12.132,.280 are native born and 14,495,396 are 
white: and males of voting age 21,329,819, 
of whom 16,227,285 are native born and 
19,036,148 are white. Of the total num- 
ber of males 21 years of age and over, 
2.326.295 ‘are illiterate. Of the 16,227,285 
native born males 21 years old and over, 
1,706,293 are illiterate, and of the 5,102,534 
foreign born, 620,002 are illiterate. 

Native white males of voting age who 
are of foreign parentage show a relative 
increase in their proportion since 18%, 
while the colored males of voting age 
have increased throughout the northern 
and western sections, with a few excep- 
tions, like California, where there has 
been large decrease in Chinese popula- 
tion. 

In many-southern states, especially Vir- 
ginia, North Carolina, South Carolina 
and Louisiana, the colored element of 
voting age shows a decreased proportion. 
Foreign white males of voting age show 
an increased proportion in all New Eng- 
land except Vermont. There has been 
@ relative decrease in all of the remain- 
ing states and territories, except New 
Jersey. 

A little over 28 per cent of the entire 
alien population of the country is illiter- 
ate. This is notably so in Louisiana, 
where they constitute nearly one-half of 
the aliens. 

The statistics show that the average 
number of persons to each potential voter 
range from 3.1 to 3.5 in the north At- 
lantic states; 3.4 to 3.6 in the north cen- 
tral states; 4 to 4.4 persons in the south 
central] states; 3.3 to 4.7 in the south At- 
lantic states; 2.4 to 4.1 in the western 
states, and 1.7 to 1.9 in Alaska and Ha- 
wail

IN REFERENCE TO ADULA 


Hanna: “How did you get the 
reference to boarding the 
Adula?”’

Lieutenant Hood said in reply to a

FIRST REPORT OF SCHLEY 


WHICH SAMPSON REJECTED 
Admiral Schley’s first report of the 
battle off Santiago, which was rejected 
by Admiral Sampson because the New 
York was not mentioned, was given to 
the press this afternoon. The rejected 
report is as follows: 

“North Atlantic Fleet, Second Squad- 
ron, Flagship Brooklyn, off Santiago de 
Cuba, July 3, 1898.—Sir: I have the honor 
to make the following preliminary re- 
port of the engagement this morning: 

“At 9:30 o’clock Admiral Cervera, with 


the Infanta Maria Teresa, Viscaya, Al- 


marante Oquendo and Cristobal Colon, 
with two torepdo boat destroyers, at- 
tempted to escape from Santiago harbor. 
“Signal was at once made for ‘close 
action,’ which was promptly responded 
to by the Brooklyn, Indiana,’ Oregon, 
Iowa, Gloucester, Texas and Vixen. 
‘“The squadron, after clearing the har- 
bor, stood to the westward, but was en- 
gaged at close range (from 1,100 to 3,000 
yards for most of the time), and in 
about twenty minutes the Oquendo and 
Viscaya were set on fire by shells of the 


squadron and were forced to run ashore, 


where they burned and blew yp later in 
the night. Of the destroyers. one was 
sunk and the other set on fire by our 
shells and burst on the béach.

ROOSEVELT AND HIS CABINET. 


Recess Appointménts To Be Sent to 
Congress Discussed. 
Washington, November 1.—The cabinet 
meeting today was devoted largely to the 
consideration of the recess appointments 
which the president must send to con- 
gress when it convefYes next month. The 
president is going carefully over these 
appointments with the members of the 

cabinet. 

The cabinet also discussed the abroga- 
tion of the so-called? Browning Indian 
school ruling, but no further action was 
taken. Secretary Hitchcock explained 
the situation and said that if the abroga- 
tion proved to be a disadvantage to the 
Indian children or: detrimental to their 
best interests he would recall it and re- 
establish the Browning ruling, which di- 
rected that Indian agents first should 
build up and maintain the government 
day schools and declared that the In- 
dian parents have no’ right to designate 
which school their children shall attend. 
“In a particular case, however,’’ accord- 
ing to this ruling, ‘where you (the 
agents) fhink it advisable to follow the 
wishes of the parents, that is left entire- 
ly to your own good judgment.”’ , 

Commissioner of Indian Affairs Jones 
has strenuously opposed the abrogation, 
but finally, after a full discussion with 
Secretary Hitchcock, agreed to abrogate 
it tentatively with the distinct under- 
standing that it could be reestablished if 
found advisable. 


FOOD SUPPLY OF THE ARMY. 


Report of General John Weston, Com- 
missary General. 

Washington, November 1.—The | report 
of General John F. Weston, commis- 
sary genéral of subsistence, says that 
during the fiscal year nearly 100,000 per- 
sons were fed in the Philippines, includ- 
ing the army and civilian officials. Colo- 
nel Woodruff, in charge of the commis- 
sary in the Philippines, says not a single 
serious complaint has been received 
concerning the food supply. 

Colonel Woodruff refers to the charges 
against the subsistence department and 
takes occasion to say that such charges 
were greatly exaggerated. and he re- 
views what has already been published 
concerning the losses by dishonest of- 
ficers and commissary sergeants,  to- 
gether with the trials and convictions 
of those implicated.

Wu Ting fang Addresses the Ann 
Arbor Students. 


TRUSTS AND LABOR UNIONS 


Chinese Minister Says They Should 
Unite and Cease To 
Quarrel. 


Ann Arbor, Mich., November 1.—V 
ting-fang, Chinese minister at Washing- 
ton, delivered an address before 4,000 stu- 
dents of the university tonight on the 

“Tendencies of the Times.” 

He said in part: “I fully appreciate 
the excellence of political, economical 
and educational systems. Too much can- 
not be said in praise of the founders of 
this country for their foresight; but ex- 
cellent as are the systems they feunded, 
they are not yet perfectly suited to all 
times. 

“China lives too much in the past. I 
am sorry for it. Her literature and her 
government are relics of the past. They 
were all right when China was isolated, 
but in these days of progress are inad- 
equate for present needs.”’ 

Mr. Wu referred to the strife which is 
almost constantly being waged between 
capital and labor in this country, and 
gaid: 

“It is said that capital is antagonistic 
to labor. Why is this so? One is essen- 
tial to the other. There should be a bet- 
ter application of the value of both. 
Trusts and labor unions should unfté. 
Why should not disputes between capital 
and labor be taken into the courts like 
civil suits for settlement?’’ 

Referring to the immigration laws of 
the United States, Mr. Wu said: 

“This country needs restrictive immi- 
gration laws of general scope and not 
laws that single out one race. The spe- 
clal laws against Chinese immigration 
are the result of ignorance of the facts. 

“China has about 350,000,000 people and 
her immense territory is able to support 
this population. All Chinamen love home 
and have oa horror of traveling abroad, All 
Chinamen except diplomats who leave 
China come from the province of Quan 
Tung. The Chinese barriers in this coun- 
try should be removed.” 

Mr. Wu said that the treaty of 1888 was 
made to stop Chinese labor, but since 
laws had been passed keeping out Chi- 
nese merchants and tradesmen; conse- 
quently the high and worthy Chinese 
could not get into this country. 

Mr. Wu said the best way was to go by 
the golden rule.

Wild Rush of Eight Little 
Ones To Reach Pasteur 
Institute. 


THEY ARRIVED IN TIME 
TO ESCAPE AWFUL FATE 


Fifteen Hundred Miles the Little 
Ones Sped—They Were Bitten 
by Black and Tan Afflicted 
with the Rabies. 


Chicago, November 1.—BHight children, 
accompanied by their parents, ended a 
1,500 mile race for life this evening at the 
Chicago Pasteur institute. Another child 
will arrive tomorrow. The youngsters, 
ranging in age from 4 to 9 years, came 
from Colorado Springs, Colo., where they 
were bitten by a dog last Sunday afflicted 
with the rabies. Fearing hydrophobia, 
their parents began the long journey to 
have their children treated. 

The victims were met at the institute 
by Dr. A. Logorio, who administered the 
first injection of serum. To insure success 
Dr. Logorio prefers to administer the first 
treatment within five days of the time 
the bite was inflicted. If the children had 
not arrive today he says rabies probably 
would have developed and death might 
have resulted. 

Dr. Logorio said tonight the children 
would recover. His patients are Charles 
Gregory, Catherine Lamb, Nellie, Chester 
and Margaret McAuliffe, Hazel and Ag- 
nes Vanderverter and Hazel Meech. 

The victims are the children of mechan- 
ics employed in Colorado Springs. The 
animal which caused the trouble was a 
little black and tan dog owned by Mrs. E. 
F. McAuliffe.

Distinguished Citizen of Savannah 
Dies of Old Age. 

Savannah, Ga., November 1.—(Special.) 
Colonel Robert D. Walker, one of the 
oldest and most favorably known citi- 
zens of Savannah, died tonight at his 
home in this city. The end was due to 
no recognized malady, but merely to old 
age.. For many months he has been very 
feeble, growing perceptibly more so as 
the days passed. It had long been known 
that he could not much longer survive, 
with the wetght of 88 years upon him. 

Colonel Walker was a native of Char- 
leston, S. C., where he was born October 
13, 1813. Up to a few years ago he was 
hale and hearty, and none suspected his 
extreme age who did not know it. 

Besides the ups and downs usually inci- 
dent to human life, Colonel Walker had

burned at sea, June 14, 1832, on a voyage 
from Savannah to Bajtimore.

In 1846 Colonel Walker came to 
Savannah, and in 1849 was elected alder- 
man. He was an alderman for eight 


terms, city assessor for twenty-six years 
and was for many years a county com- 
missioner, being for some years chairman 


of the board. He was distinguished as 
a long-term president of the Union So- 
ciety, by which the Bethesda Orphan 


House is conducted. 

ColonelWalker leaves six children, many 
grandchildren and = great-grandchildren. 
His daughters and sons are: Mrs. George 


G. N. MacDonell, of olumbus; Mrs. J. R. 
Saussy, Mrs. R. F. Harman, Mrs. John

In this way he 
accounts for the healthfulness of the an- 
imals.

Manufacturing Company, for several 
years engaged in the making of men’s 
garments, was closed today under fore- 
closure proceedings.

Liabili- 
ties are about $33,000, only one-third of 
which is mercantile debt, scattered over 
the country. The remainder is local..No 
Macon bank is a creditor.

The 
failure is due to strong competition and 
lateness of tha cotton crop, entailing slow 
collections. Seventy-five hands are out of 
employment.

EACH MOVE IS INTERESTING 


Council Refused Use of Streets for 
Show—Company Then Tried To 
Get Vacant Lot—Opposition 
Crowd Leases All Va- 
cant Places. 


Americus, Ga., November 1.—(Special.) 
A lively and exciting controversy is being 
waged here today between representa- 
tives of a street carnival company, back- 
ed by citizens favoring such an exhibi- 
tion, the opposing forces being some of 
the preachers, backed by citizens who de- 
sired the carnival excluded. Recently the 
city council, by a plurality of one vote, 
refused to grant the carnival company 
the usual street privileges.

possible. 

The carnival company is expected to 
make another flank movement tomorrow, 
but opponents are on the watch tower.

Negio Who Attempted To As- 
sault Mrs, Daughtry 


HE WAS CAUGHT YESTERDAY 


He Confessed the Crime and Was 
Strung Up to . Telephone Pole 
Near the Depot at Allen- 
town and His Body Rid- 
dled with Bullets. 


Dublin, Ga., November 1.—(Special.)— 
Early this morning, at Allentown, 20 


miles from Dublin, Theo Booth, who, on 
Monday last, attempted to assault Mrs. 
G. 0. A. Daughtry, wife of the member 
of the legislature from Wilkinson county. 
paid the penalty of his crime with his 
life. He was strung up to a telephone 
pole near the Allentown depot and rid- 


dled with bulets. 

The assault upon Mrs. Daughtry was 
made about 1 o’clock Wednesday after- 
noon and from that hour until he was 
caught—about 10 o'clock last night—a 
large crowd of citizens from Wilkinson, 
Pulaski. Twiggs and Laurens counties 
kept up the hunt. Booth was caught 
within a mile of where he attempted the 
assault. For a number of hours he had 
lain in the swamp. but had evidently 
come out in order to get something to 
eat. He was found walking along the 
rallroad track. coming in the direction 
of Dublin. 

Last night about 9 o’clock a special 
train was sent to Dublin for the blood- 
hounds of Chief of Police Peacock. The 
kounds were immediately sent to Allen- 
town in charge of Policeman J. J. Flan- 
ders and Deputy Sheriff H. G. Rowland. 
Just as the special pulled into Allentown 
with the dogs Booth was caught. and 
they were, therefore, not needed. 

At 5:30 o’clock ‘vesterday afternoon 
there was practically no clew to the 
whereabouts of Booth. The men in pur- 
suit of him. however, were determined 
men and swore that they would have 
him if it was necessary to hunt for a 
month and scour the entire state of 
Georgia. Mr. Daughtry. who was in At- 
lanta attending the sessions of the legis- 
lature, arrived home yesterday after- 
noon and joined in the hunt. He was 
almost wild with indignation at the at- 
tempt of the negro to despoil his 
home. 

From the first there was never any 
doubt but that Booth would be lynched 
as soon as he was caught. He con- 
fessed his guilt immediately after he 
saw that escape was impossible, and at 1 
o'clock this morning he was lynched 
near the depot.

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NEGROES PROTEST 
AGAINST STATUE 


Lepez’s Greup ef Figures for Charles- 
ton Exposition. 


LOCAL BLACKS ' INDIGNANT 


They Declare the Artist Represents 
Their Race in Menial Guise and 
Think He Has Insulted the 
Negroes—Board Stands 
by Sculptor. 


Charleston, S. C., November 1.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Sculptor Lopez's heroic sized group 
of figures typifying negro life in the 
south, which is to stand before the negro 
building of the South Carolina Interstate 
and West Indian exposition, has given 
offense to many of the colored people of 
Charleston. Headed by the Rev. F. W. 
Robinson, pastor of Mt. Zion church, 
they have made a violent protest to the 
board of directors, which is headed by 
Booker T. Washington, and which num- 


bers among its members leading men ol 


the race throughout the south. 
They declare that the Lopez group 
represents the negro in menial 
guise and they iick tt ww 2 
insult to the more progressive and 
enlightened elements of the race. Robin 


son and his followers threatened to ap- 
real to the president and directors of the 
exposition company if the managers of 
their own department refused to heea 
their protest against the statue. Mr. 
Washington and his board of advisers 
have paid no attention to the outcry thar 
is being made. They have merely point- 
ed out that the model of the negro group 
was made in New York by Artist Lopez 
after long study and repeated consulta- 
tions with the leading sculptors of Amer- 
ica. Before the statue proper was made 
the design for it had received the en- 
thusiastic commendation of eminent art 
critics. They hold that it is a work 
cf noteworthy merit, and that it is pe- 
culiarly appropriate in conception and 
execution. Speaking of the matter today 
a leading member of tNe negro board 
said: 

“These people don’t know what they 
are talking about. I suppose they want- 
ed Mr. Lopez to represent the negro 
habited in a silk hat and frock coat. 
The work of the artist is not only satis- 
factory to the board, but all of us ap- 
preciate and admire its striking fidelity 
to nature and its remarkable artistic 
merit. It represents the race as the arti- 
fan and the tiller of southern soil. This 
is what the negro is. The Lopez statue 
represents 8,000,000 people, not a few thou- 
sand preachers, doctors, lawyers, wait- 
ers and Pullman car porters. You may 
say that Mr. Washington and our board 
have no intention of paying any atten- 
tion to the clamor that is being raised. 
The Lopez group has been placed in 
front of the Negro building and it will 
remain there as long as we are at the 
head of the negro department of the ex- 
position.”’ 

In the meantime Rev. Mr. Robinson and 
his followers are exceedingly wroth over 
the indignity which they imagine has 
been done their race. A number of ne- 
gro societies have taken the matter up 
with a view of displacing the statue. In 
public addresses some of the leaders 
cf the protestants have declaimed vio- 
lently against the work of Sculptor Lo- 
pez. Whether or not the matter wih 
finally reach the exposition directors in 
én official manner cannot now be said, 
but if it does, there is little doubt that 
the negro board would be fully sustafIned 
in its action. 
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WHY KOESTER SHOT THE NEGRO | 


Appointee’s Friends Claim It Was an 
Act of Humanity, 
Charleston, 8. C., November 1.—(Special) 
Friends of George R. Koester, whose ap- 
pointment as collector of internal revenue 
ils opposed because he took part in a 
lynching in Lexington county some years 
ago, made a statement today in the af- 
fair. According to this version, Koester, 
who is editor of The Columbia Record, 
went with the mob to report the lynching. 
When the negro was caught he was 
strung to a tree and the mob was making 
ready to burn him alive when Koester 
protested that it should not be = done. 
“We'd like to see you help it,’’ said one 
of the leaders. ‘I'll kill him first.’’ an- 
swered Koester, and it is said that he 
whipped out a revolver and fired. Koester 
claimed to have acted with the desire to 
Save the negro from slow torture. The 
mob, he said, was bloodthirsty and wild 
for the negro’s life, but was not willing 

to kill him outright. 

The Koester element claims now that 
he did a humane act, inasmuch as he was 
powerless to save the negro. 


FOR FESTIVAL OF THE DEAD. 


Thousands of Flowers Were Used at 
New Orleans. 

New Orleans, November 1.—All Saints 
day was celebrated today with fine 
weather and the entire population visit- 
ing the cemeteries. The flowers footed 
up to nearly $200,000, a fact which has in- 
duced several large gardeners to embark 
in the business here on a large scale. 
One raised 10,000 large chrysanthemums 
in time for the festival of the dead.

SPARKS TO DIE ON SCAFFOLD. 


Convicted of the Murder of Jake In 
gersoll in Lee County’ Ala. 


Opelika, Ala., November 1.—(Special.)— 
The circuit court consumed all of yes- 
terday in the trial of Professor C. H. 
Sparks, indicted for killing Jake Inger- 
soll. The evidence was introduced by 
6 o'clock yesterday afternoon. The at- 
torneys concluded their arguments at 
ll p. m. Judge Evans delivered a lucid 
and explicit charge and the jury retired 
at 12 o’clock. At 5 a m. today a ver- 
dict of guilty of murder in the first de- 
gree was rendered and the death penalty 
imposed. Judge Evans will fix the date 
of the execution tomorrow. This will 
be the first execution in Lee county in 
many years. 

The crime for which Sparks will pay 
the penalty on the gallows is one of the 
most atrocious ever committed in the 
section of Alabama. He assassinated 
Jake Ingersoll, an industrious and prom- 
inent colored mechanic and contractor 
in Phoenix, just as he had sat down 
at the table to eat his supper. There was 
great excitement and indignation in 
Phoenix at the time, where Ingersoll was 
| universally liked. After the commission 
of the crime Sparks escaped, but was 
captured in Georgia and carried to Phoe- 
nix. 

The local military company of Phoenix 
and the Lee Light Infantry, of Opelika, 
were oredered out to prevent a lynching. 
Sparks was brought to Opelika and 
lodged in jail, but on account of the in- 
security of our jail he was carried to 
Montgomery for safe keeping. 

Lucy Ingersoll, wife of the murdered 
man, who was indicted as an accessory 
to the assassination, turned state’s ev- 
idence, testified against Sparks, pleaded 
guilty to murder in the second degree, and 
was sentenced to.twenty years’ impris- 
onment in the penitentiary. 


CONSIDERED THE UNIVERSITY. 


Meeting of the Institute’s Trustees 
at Tuscaloosa. 

Tuscaloosa, Ala., November 1,—(Special.) 
The trustees of the University of Ala- 
bama held a short meeting here Wed- 
nesday afternoon, Governor Jelks in the 
chair. But little work was done, as little 
came up before the board. The report of 
President Wyman showed 232 pupils and 
he commended the cadets on their excel- 
lent deportment. His report showed that 
practically all of the ninetéen students 
suspended for hazing have returned to 
college. An additional $2,500 was appro- 
priated for repairs on buildings on the 
campus. The board granted the request 
of the football team to be allowed to 
play three instead of two games off of 
the campus, J. E. Webb casting the only 
dissenting vote. A proposition to ex- 
change mineral lands with the’ Tennessee 


Coal and Iron Company was laid over 


till next June, one member of the board 
declaring he ‘‘was fighting shy of all 
land deals.’’ Governor Jelks went from 
here to Demopolis. 


BELIEVE THEY WILL SUCCEED. 


Ratificationists in Alabama Are 
Very Sanguine. 

Huntsville, Ala., November 1.—(Special.) 
The results of the past week's campaign 
in Madison county have been very grat- 
ifying to the ratificationists, who consid- 
er that it is no longer a question of their 
carrying the county, the only question 
being the size of their possible majority. 

Hon. J. Thomas Heflin and Hon. Wil- 
liam W. Brandon will speak Here Satur- 
day for the constitution. Congressman 
William Richardson went down to Lau- 
derdale county today and will make 
speeches there. Editor Charles P. Lane, 
of The Huntsville Tribune, a republican 
newspaper, has decided to enter the lists 
as an orator for the constitution and 
will make half a dozen speeches in vari- 
ous portions of Madison county during the 
next few days. 


RAILWAY NOTES. 


Persistent rumors are afloat to the ef- 

fect that there is to be a change in the 
presidency of the Seaboard Air Line. The 
reports all say that President Williams 
is to be made chairman of the board of 
directors.

Norfolk, Va., November 1.—Regarding 
the report that President John Skelton 
Williams of the Seaboard Air Line, is to 
be made chairman of the board of di- 
rectors, it is learned here that the name 
of A. L. Mohler, president of the Oregon 
Railroad and Navigation Company, has 
been considered for election to the pres- 
idency. Mr. Mohler’s headquarters are 
in Portland, Ore., but he has moved his 


family to Norfolk and erected a home 


; on the banks of the Chesapeake bay, 
; abcut 7 miles from Norfolk. 


Portland, Ore., November 1.—A. L. Moh- 
ler, president of the Oregon Railway and 
Navigation Company, when shown the 
Norfolk, Va., dispatch regarding the men- 
tion of his name in connection with the 
presidency of the Seaboard Air Line, 
made the following statement: 

“It has not been offered me, and there 
is no more probability of my being pres- 
ident of the Seaboard Air Line than there 
is that I shall become chief executioner 
for the Chinese. There’s nothing in the 
report.”’ 

Richmond, Va., November 1.—In relation 
to the reports sent out from Norfolk that 
important changes are impending in the 
management of the Seaboard Air Line 
system, President Williams tonight said: 

“The reports referred to are fabrica- 
ticns from beginning to end and without 
the slightset foundation. The officers 
now connected with the railroad are giv- 
ing full satisfaction, and I am not consid- 
ering any change in my relations with 
the system.’’ 

Baltimore, November 1.—Vice President 
J. N. Mindendorff, of the Seaboard Air 
Line rafiway, sald today that there was 
absolutely no foundation for the report 
that John Skelton Williams would retire 
as president of the Seaboard and be made 
chairman of the board of directors. 


Norfolk, Va., November 1.—(Special.)— 
The consolidation of the Seaboard line’s 
constituent railroads is now complete. 
The Raleigh and Augusta, the last road 
to be absorbed, is now part of the sys- 
tem. Judge Watts, general counsel, says 
that President Willlams’ scheme is now 
complete, but that he has heard nothing 
of his retirement from his present posi- 
tion to become chairman of the board.

Mexican Troops Inflict Bloody Defeat 
on Yaqui Indians. 


Tucson, Ariz., November 1.—A des- 
perate fight took place on Wednesday 
between the Yaquis and Mexican cav- 
alry. Fifteen Yaquis were killed or 
wounded and a number of troops were 
wounded. 

The charge was led by Lieutenant 
Colonel Quintro and 300 men, all mounted, 
They left Guaymas upon receiving re- 
peated dispatches announcing raids made 
by Indians.

Money in Sirup. 
A large section of Georgia could 
make cane-raising its staple, with a 
net profit annually of not less than 
$50 an acre. 
It only requires a mind and applica- 
tion. This from The Meridian Star 
tells what they are doing in Missis- 
sippi: 
A Perry county farmer has just made a 
clean-up of 1 acre planted fn sugar cane, 
and finds that, deducting the cost of mak- 
ing the juice into molasses, he has a profit 
of $175 coming to him off the smal! plot 
of ground. A Rankin county man last 
year, probably under more favorable soil 
conditions, cleared something over $3800 
per acre on this product. We have time 
and again called attention to the farmers 
of this section to the handsome profits 
to be had from the cane crop, but thus 
far the raising of the sweet plant has 
not become general. There is a demand 
in Meridian twelve months jp the‘ year 
for the open pan country molasses, and 
impossible to obtain the sirup at the 
stores. 
some molasses for sale find a demand for 
all of it they can spare, but as yet none 
of them have turned attention to the crop 
on an extensive scale. Several. thousand 
more gallons of home-made sirup can be 
sold in this city alone next year, and we 
advise the farmers who have the seed to 
put as much of it away as possible this 
fall for a large planting next spring. 
The greatest opportunities are those 
to which we are blind. 
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The Railroad Curve Must Go. 
The railroad curve, which has been 
the pride of engineers and the delight 
of pleasure travelers. has been doom- 
ed to extinction. ; 

The people want quick travel. They 
do not care for railroad loops nor for 
views from different elevations on the 
mountain side. They demand that the 
mountain shall be tunneled, so as to 
give a short cut through to the valley 
on the other side. This is a sacrifice 
of picturesqueress, but is in the in- 
terest of practicality.

The State Constitution. 

Constitutional amendment by legis- 
lative action is approved by the press 
of the state. The people can pass on 
well digested propositions as well as a 
constitutional convention. _ 

The Athens Banner has declared 
for the work which has been referred 
to the joint legislative committee. 
“Georgia has a good constitution,” 
says The Banner, “but it is not per- 
fect, and some of its provisions are 
deemed a little antiquated by the up- 
to-date, but taken as a whole it is an 
able and sensible document.” 

If it is to be amended in any particu- 
lar, the people should discuss the amend- 
ments thoroughly before voting upon 
them. It is not always that a revised 
ecnstitution is more excellent than the 
old document, and in these days when 
money and powerful corporations get 
pretty much what they want in the way 
of legislation, it might be well to guard 
the old constitution more jealously.

Professor Stone on Good Roads. 

We prinit an interesting hint from 
Professor Stone, of Emory college, in 
regard to the necessity for good roads. 

According to the professor, in the 
effort to lighten vehicles the tire has 
been reduced in width until it acts as 
a knife, cutting the roadbed. The re- 
sult is mud and holes, rendering trav- 
el difficult. Even good roads could 
not resist this constamt knifing pro- 
cess. 

The wagon wheel should be a dirt 
roller as well. This can be done by 
widening the tire, so that it will flat- 
ten out the surface instead of cutting 
into it. Some sort of legislation could 
be found by which there would be cre- 
ated a demand for broad-tired veht- 
cles, such, probably, as exempting 
them from taxation for a while. 

The suggestions of Professor Stone 
are practical and will attract atten- 
tion.

Argument for Shoddy.

Legislation calculated to promote hon- 
esty in trade is commendable on general 
principles, but the admixture of shoddy 
is bound to be large in American wool- 
en goods so long as tariff duties averag- 
ing 48 per cent are levied on imported 
clothing wools and 4 per cent on im- 
ported woolen clothing. These almost 
prohibitive duties are a strong tempta- 
tion to the American woolen manufac- 
turer to mix shoddy which is cheap with 
wool which is dear. The poor people in 
the United States wear shoddy clothing 
because this is the only nation in the 

world that puts a tax on wool. 


A Disgrace to the Navy.

President Roosevelt must never give 
his eccnsent to the promotion of Rear 
Admiral Crowninshield to the command 
of the European squadron as a reward 
for the outrageous work he has done at 
the head of the bureau of navigation.

Lou- 
islana also is credited with a gain of 
more than 100 per cent over the previous 
year, but it should be remembered that 
last year’s return was an extremely light 
one from that state. Porto Rico has al- 
most tripled her production and has rais- 
ed her figures to 80,000 tons. In beet sug- 
ars Europe reports a crop of 6,069,000 
tons, as compared with 6,518,000 tons last 
year, a gain of 561,000 tons. The beet 
sugar production of the United States is 
figured at 76,859 tons, a gain of 4,115 tons 
over the previous year.

It is @ foolish policy for a town, county or 
state to look upon its indystrial enterprises 
merely as so many milch cows to be drained 
Gry by the tax office; and, unfortunately, 
there are a good many men in public posi- 
tions who seem wedded to that idea. They 
cry out against corporations and seek to h qe 
them taxes to the limit of their endurance, 
notwithstanding the corporations may be most 
beneficial to the state and community by 
aiding to develop their resources and afford- 
ing profitable employment to thovsands of 
citizens. 

The industrial enterprises, whether owned 
by corporations or private individuals, ought 
to be required to bear their equitable share 
of the expenses of government, of course, 
Nobody can or will object to that. But they 
ought to be treated fairly, and as liberally as 
may be possible under the circumstances. We 
want more of them—more mills and facto- 
ries in Savannah, and Atlanta, and Aygueta, 
and Macon, and elsewhere throughout the 
state. To get them we must offer induce- 
ments, and one of the best inducements that 
can be held out is the assurance of fair treat- 
ment in the matter of taxation and laws. One 
of the chief reasons why there has been a 
decrease in the manufacturing establishments 
in four Georgia cities during the last ten 
years no doubt is that the municipal tax 
rates are so high. Tax reform is one of the 
greatest questions of the day. 


ECHOES FROM THE PEOPLE. 


Professor Stone on Good Roads. 

Editor Constitution: You have called atten- 
tion many times recently to our great need in 
Georgia for good roads. In this-you do well. 

We need good schools in our country dis- 
tricts, but we cannot have them without good 
roads. We need better church privileges in 
the country, but we cannot have them without 
mood roads. We need better mall facilities in 
the country, but we cannot have them without 
good roads. We need better socia] advantages 
in the country, but we cannot haye them 
without good roads. We need more accessi- 
ble markets for country produce, but we can- 
not have them without good roads. 

We all agree as to the necessity, but too 
many are staggered by the magnitude of the 
undertaking and fail to put forth the smal! ef- 
forts which they might exert to improve the 
existing order of things. 

One of the most prolific causes of bad roads 
is the narrowness of the wagon tires in com- 
mon use. They cut out great ruts and when 
these ruts are filled with moisture they cut 
still deeper and mix with the water the new 
dirt cut from the bottom into mud and slush. 
So in bad weather the ordinary wagon tire is 
a rut maker and a mud mixer. 

When snow is deep, a man walking over its 
surface will sink to a greater or jess depth ac- 
cording to the softness of the snow. Should 
he put snow shoes on the greatly increased 
surface bearing his weight enables him to 
pass over great drifts with ease which might 
without such ald engulf him. 

This same result might be attained In some 
degree were the tires on our wagons broadened, 
The ruts would either not be made or else 
soon rolled out, and the wagons instead of 
being rut makers would act as rollers to keep 
the roads smooth, . 

In many foreign countries the width of the 
tire is proportioned to the load carried, 

This can be brought about in this country, 
but in my opinion only by legislation. Shall 
that legislation be mandatory or shall some 
option be left with the individual? For the 
present I would suggest the latter. 

Let all one-horse wagons with tires of 3 or 
more inches width, and all two-horse wagons 
with tires of 6 or more inches width, and all 
other wagons with tires of 8 or more inches 
width be exempted from taxation for a term 
of years, This would cause no present expen- 
diture by the state or county, would decrease 
the revenue but little and would add to the 
value of the roads to an extent that we are 
hardly able to appreciate until we have tried 
it and seen for ourselves, I believe that noth- 
ing can add as much to the betterment of our 
roads at an equal cost. 

Our legislature is now in session and I hope 
thet some legislation looking to this end will 
be enacted. 

It seems to me that the “‘good road special’*’ 
could not come to our Capital City at a more 
opportune time and that our people could hard- 
ly have a better or more effective object les- 
son presented to them than this will present. 
That much good may result to qur common- 
wealth is my earnest wish. H. H. STONE.

Hardwick, of Tenth, and 
Ellis, of the Sixth, 
Chairmen. 


The most important action in the house 
of representatives yesterday was the 
appointment by Speaker Little of the 
house committee on congressional reap- 
portionment. of which Hon. T. W. Hard- 
wick, of Washington, author of the reso- 
Jution, was named as chairman. 

Mr. Hardwick, it was reported among 
his friends in the house, will resign as 
chairman of this committee on Monday 
or Tuesday, and his resignation, it is 
understood, will mean that he intends 


to make the race for congress from the 
tenth district against Congressman W. 
H. Fleming. 

Mr. Hardwick himself would have noth- 
ing to say on-the subject yesterday. He 
has already stated that when he has 
any announcement to make it will come 
from his home county. But his friends 
‘assert that it is his determination to re- 
sign from the committee and that his 
resignation will mean his entry in the 
congressional. race. . 

The resignation of Mr. Hardwick will 
require the appointment of another 
mefnber of the committee, and will mean 
that Mr. Miller, of Muscogee, the present 
vice chairman named by Speaker Little, 
will become chairman. 

It is said the present members of 
congress, all of whom, it is expected, 
will be candidates for reelection, are 
anxious that no changes should be made 
in their districts, as they have their 
‘fences all fixed, and are not desirous of 
having to cultivate any new territory. 
There are, however, as was re- 
cently shown in The Constitu- 
tion, some wide discrepancies in 
the population of the eleven dis- 
tricts, and it may be found advisable 
when the committee takes the matter 
up to make some changes. It is known 
that strong efforts will be made to have 
certain changes made in the tenth and 
fourth districts, and perhaps in some of 
the others. 

House Committee Named. 

In announcing the appointment of the 
committee, Speaker Little said the in- 
formation relating to the census of 1900 
did not reach the general assembly until 
the last week of the session of 1900, and 
there was not then time for the com- 
mittee to accomplish anything.

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POLICE BOARD 


Grady Resolution Seeks To 
Institute Great Change 
in Department. 


COUNCIL WILL ACT ON 
MEASURE NEXT MONDAY 


Proposed Change Would Place the 
Police Force Entirely in Charge 
of the Chief, Who Would 
Alone Be Respon- 
sible. 


An aggressive step looking toward the 
abolishment of the board of police com- 
missioners, which for years hag had gen- 
eral supervision over the affairs of At: 
lanta’s police department, was taken yes- 
terday morning at a joint meeting of the 
police and ordinance committees of coun- 


cil. 

The action with this object in view 
came in the shape of a resolution intro- 
duced by Councilman Henry W. Grady, 
of the sixth ward, which seeks to put 
the police department on a civil service 
basis and place its management and con- 
trol in the hands of a wemief of police who 
will conduct its affairs in a manner simi- 
lar to the fire department. 

The resolution was approved by all 
members present save Councilman Min- 
hinnett, who declined to sign it. It will 
be presented at the next meeting of coun- 
cil, and those who are advocating it most 
strongly express themselves as confident 
it will receive the necessary number of 
votes. 

Councilman Grady's resolution came 
in the nature of a surprise to Commis- 
sioners Johnson and Brotherton, who 
were present at the meeting, but, in 
point of fact, it is a measure which he 
has long had under consideration and 
which he has frequently discussed with 
various members of council. The main 
object of the resolution is to remove, 
if possible, the police department from 
politics and place it on a basis that will 
produce better results to the city. 

The meeting yesterday morning v®@- 
gan with a discussion of the civil service 
question. Commissioner Johnson and 
Brotherton were present to oppose its 
adoption. 

In opposition to this feature Mr. John- 
son presented a list of figures. He gaid 
that the 185 men of the foree have re- 
spectively served the following terms: 

One has served for 31 years, one for 2% 
years, one for 25 years, one for 2 years, 
cne for 23 years, three for 20 years, six 
for 19 years, five for 18 years, one for 1% 
years, three for 16 years, six for 14 years, 
three for 13 years, twelve for 12 years, 
eleven for 11 years, five for 10 years, four 
for 9 years, seventeen for 8 years, nine 
for 7 years, five for 5 years, twenty-two 
for 4 years, five for 3 years, ten for « 
years, five for 1 year, five for 7 months, 
one for 6 months, twenty-six since April 
1 of the present year and fourteen since 
October 4 of the present year. 

This fact, he contended, was proof that 
the city already had civil service. 

Mr. Grady’s Resolution. 

After Captain Brotherton had briefly 
expressed himself as opposed to civil ser- 
vice, Councilman Grady sprung his res- 
olution. 

In introducing it he said that if the po- 
lice commissioners would ever agree on 
any one subject and would come before 
eouncil for it he would gladly grant it if 
it were to sell the city of Atlanta. 

The resolution follows: 


Be it resolved by the committee on ordi- 
nances and legislation and the police commit- 
tee, That whereas we approve the movement 
for civil service in the police department, and 

Whereas, it is our desire to secure genuine 
civil service—a civil service which means the 
entire elimination of politics from the police 
force and the management of said force by a 
chief, who shall, as in our fire department by 
the chief of that department, be responsible 
only through the council to the people for its 
éffitiency; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we recommend as a substi- 
tute for the request of the board of police 
commissioners, that proper steps be taken at 
once to secure from the legislature authority 
to abolish the board of police commissionefs. 

Resolved further, That when authority shall 
have been secured from the legislature, that 
appropriate ordinances ‘be passed by the 
council with the view of carrying the pro- 
Visions of this resolution into effect. 

Upon this resolution the recommenda- 
mon of the special committee is as fol- 
Ows: 

We recommend the adoption of this paper.

Councilman Grady Talks. 
In discussing the matter Councilman 


Grady had the following to say: 

The Man of abolishing the police board and, 
in fact, all of the boards, is an old idea 
with me. It is orle Alderman Johnson and 
myself developed together, and it is really 
as much his plan, if not more, than mine. I 
have studied for the two years that I have 
been in council this question continuously 
and thoroughly and I am so firmly caen- 
vinced that is the only way to bring our 
police department up to the standard of our 
fire department that I am going to do my 
best to give the plan a trial. c 

I know beyond any doubt that if one de- 
partment of equal size and importance can be 
rum 80 perfectly by one man, that the police 
depar!ment can be run the same way. There 
are arguments in favor of the plan that are 
simply unanswerable, and without going into 
them now, I expect to lay them fully fore 
the council for consideration next Monday. 
On the other hand, if there is any conceivable 
argument against the plan and in favor of 
the commission, I have yet to hear it ad- 
vanced, If there should be any opposition 
to the proposed change in council I hore that 
those who oppose it will be able to give some 
good reason why it is not better to have one 
man at the head rather than half a dozen. 
I am sure that a vast majority of the people 
favor the change, and I do not belfeve counci! 
will hesitate to make it 


Views of Commissioners. 
Naturally the members of the police 
commission do not look on the proposed 
change with any great degree of pleas- 
vre. The majority of them take the po- 
sition that the department is already out 
of politics and that its affairs are being 
conducted in the best possible manner. 

Mayor Mims, who is a member of the 
police commission, refused to discuss the 
matter for the reason that he will’ be 
called upon to either approve or veto 
the measure should it pass council. 

The membérs of the board of police 
commissioners do not seem to be worry- 
ing any over the action of the joint 
committees yesterday morning. 

Some express an opinion, while others 
say that they see no need to say any- 
ting, at least, not at present. 

W. H. Brotherton Talks. 

Commissioner Brotherton, when seen 
last .night by a reporter of The Consti- 
tution, said:

Board of Health Adopts Strong 
Measures To Abate the 
Nulsance, 


ete 


CASES MAY BE MADE 
AGAINST DEPOT OFFICILS 


Counci] Will Be Asked at Next Meet- 
ing To Place Penalty on En- 
gineers and Conductors 
Violating Articles of 
the Resolution. 


Unless the present unsanitary condition 
of the depot is bettered cases will be made 
against its occupants for maintaining @ 


nuisance. 
After a thorough and careful investiga- 


tion of the existing conditions at the de- 
pot—an investigation that was made not 
without great personal inconvenience—the 
Special committee of the board of health 
submitted a report to the board at, its 
meeting yesterday afternoon, which, if 
its recommendations become effective, 
will mean a revolution in the affairs of 


the car shed. 
Aroused to a sense of the indignity 


which is being put upon the public, the 
depot committee, which consists of Bur- 


ton Smith, chairman; Dr. B. W. Bizzell 
and Dr. W. C. Jarnigan, visited the car 
shed at 12 o'clock yesterday. They did not 
expect to find a palace, but it is equally 
true that they were not prepared for the 
pig sty which they encountered. 

A thorough investigation wes made. 
The waiting’ fooms, both white and coi- 
ored, were inspected; the toilet rooms 
subjected to as close an examination as 
their objectionable character permitted, 
and the flooring in the shed proper torn 
up and carefully scrutinized. 

The net result of this investigation re- 
vealed a state of affairs far worse than 
had been anticipated. Sections of the old 
and ‘‘new”’ flooring which were ripped up 
displayed underneath a mass of decayed 
matter enough for countless germs to feed 
upon and of a sufficiently fithy nature to 
breed all the contagious diseases in the 
category. 

If the flooring was. found to be bad, 
the condition of the waiting and ticket 
rooms was infinitely worse. The latter 
were not only inadequate, but so filled 
with foul odors as to make it all but im- 
possible to remain in them for any length 
of time. 

Will Call Upon the Law. 

The result of the investigation wag a 
carefully prepared, report which was pre- 
sented to the board.of health at. its meet- 
ing yesterday afternoon. Among other 
things the report provides that ‘the chief 
of police be instructed to make cases 
against the occupants of the depot for 
maintaining a nuisance; that council pass 
a special ordinance forbidding engines 
from spilling water in the shed; that an 
ordinance be passed forbidding any rall- 
road company from discharging passen- 
gers across or over any track upon which 
a car or engine is run for thirty minutes 
before or thirty minutes after such dis- 
charge of passengers. 

This report will be submitted at the 
next meeting of councH and its adoption 
urged. Following is the report in full: 


Committee’s Report. 

Board of Health, Atlanta, Ga.—Gentlemen: 
The committee on the depot beg leave to re- 
port as follows: We have today made an 
examination of the present condition of the 
depot and find that the waiting rooms, plumb- 
ing, etc., thereof, the flooring of the depot 
and the ground underneath, are in such a 
condition as to be unsanitary. We récom- 
mend to the board as follows: 

|. That the chief be directed to make a 
case before the recorder against the occupants 
of the depot, upon the ground that the same 
is a nuisance; and be directed to request the 
aid of the city attorney in preparing and 
trying said case. And that the chief be 
authorized and directéd to take such other 
steps as are necessary to present before the 
court the facts of the case. 

2. That council be requested to pass an 
ordinance forbidding the spilling or pouring 
of water from cars or engines, upon the floor 
of the depot, and providing a punishment 
against those in charge of such car or engine, 
and against the company operating such car 
or engine, for violating this ordinaseca 

3. That council be requested to pass an 
ordinance forbidding afty railroad company 
to discharge passengers across, or over, any 
track upon which a car or engine is run for 
thirty minutes before, or thirty minutes after 
such discharge of passengers, and fixing a 
penalty for violation of this ordinance. 

This last suggestion may seem at first out 
of the scope of our work; but the srowded 
condition of the depot Incident to the large 
numbers of people coming and going in its 
restricted space is a@ serious memace to the 
health of the people. And while the effect 
of the ordinance suggested would be effective 
from the police standpoint, it would also have 
@ sanitary effect from the sanitary stand- 
point. Met - 

4. The city attorney be requested to file pro- 
ceedings at once against the board of control, 
or the railroads which they represent, requir- 
ing them to carry out the contract which 
they made with us nearly two years ago, and 
which they deliberately and willfully violated. 

5. That recommendations Nos. 2 and 3 of 
this report be submitted to the city council 


with the request of this board that actien 
be taken thereon.

Prevents Charging of More than 26 
Per Cent Interest. 


PAWNBROKERS NOT EXEMPT 


Interesting Hearing Before General 


Judiciary Committee—All Amend- 
ments Voted Down and the 
Bill Recommended as 
It Stands. 


The general judiciary committee of the 
house, after a long, humorous and point- 
ed discussion yesterday on the subject 
of pawnbrokers and money lenders, de- 
eided to recommend favorably to the 
house the bill by Mr. Wright, of Floyd, 
providing that it shall be a misdemeanor 
to charge more than % per cent per 
annum on any loan whatever. 

Several amendments were offered to 
the bill exempting pawnbrokers from its 
provisions, but these and all other 
amendments were turned down in one- 
two-three order by the committee, and 
the bill goes back to the house unham- 
pered by any provisos or exceptions. 

Luther Rosser appeared before ° the 
committee representing certain of the 
Atlanta money lenders, and made an 
argument in their behalf, urging that it 
would be a hardship upon the poor who 
often have to borrow if these people 
were put out of business by such legisla- 
tion as this. 

Pawnbroker Schaul, of Atlanta, and 
Pawnbroker Goldman, of Macon, also 
spoke before the committee in behalf 
of their calling, and presented some in- 
teresting observations on the charitable 
disposition of pawnbrokers. Mr. Schaul 
related so many instances of charity on 
the part of pawnbrokers that a member 
of the committee was led to ask: 

“How do you make your money?’ 

“Well, if you must know the truth.” 
he replied, ‘‘we make most of it through 
sales. We huy a watch for $15, for in- 
stance, and put a sign on it ‘unredeemed 
pledge.’ That's a good drawing card.” 

During his argument Mr. Goldman 
was asked how much he charged as in- 
terest. He replied that he only charged 
10 per cent. 

“Then you would not come under the 
operation of this law?’’ said Mr. Wright. 

“Tl mean 10 per cent per month,” Gold- 
man answered. “If a man refuses to 
pay the {interest charge I do not take 
his pledge away from him, but he can 
never get any more money from me. 
And we have never lost a customer.” 

Mr. Wright and Mr. Felder, of Bibb, 
made strong atfguments in favor of the 
bill, showing how some of the money 
sharks are charging from 100 to 1,000 per 
cent on loans to the podr people and 
how some of them never are able to pay 
out.

Manager Donalson Talks.

We started the year 
off under very unfavorable circum- 
stances. A good deal of our material 
was green, and the second game we 
played was probably against the heav- 
lest team in the south, Vanderbilt.

BALLOTS STILL COMING IN 


Valid Coupons Will Be Recorded Un- 
til the End—Atlanta Man Leads 
List at This Time. 


The coupon contest offered by The Con-

Compulsory Education Bill Intro- 
duced in the House—Measures 
To Give Railroad Commis- 
sion More Power—New 
Bills. 


It was a sort of an odds and ends day 
in the house yesterday. Considerable new 
legislation was introduced. Some local 
and other bills of minor importance were 
passed, and the congressional reappor- 
tionment committee was appointed by 
Speaker Little. 

One of the most interesting measures 
introduced in the house was what is 
known as the barbers’ bill, providing for 
the proper regulation of the tonsorial art 
in Georgia. A bill on this line was gotten 
up by some of the “boss barbers’ of Sa- 
vannah some time ago, but that was not 
the measure introduced. 

The barbers’ bill in the house bears the 
names of Messrs. Muler and Little, of 
Muscogee; Hitch, of Chatham; Felder, of 
Bibb, and O’Connell, of Richmond. It is 
modeled after the Minnesota law on the 
subject and provides for the proper ex- 
amination and issuance of certificates to 
journeyman barbers and the sanitary 
regulation of barber shops. Speaking of 
the measure Mr. Miller, of Muscogee, who 


introduced it, said: 


Laws for the purpose of regulating and 
throwing restrictions around a trade, calling 
or occupation, in the interest of the public 
health and morals, should be enacted in every 
state of the union, and if the occupation of 
a barber doesn’t involve ihe public healtb, 
I'd Nke to knov what occupation does? The 
public is certainly very greatly interested in 
the competency and qualifications of barbers, 
and especially is it true of we poor legisla- 
tors while here in Atlanta The supreme 
court of Minnesota has only recently held 
that the occupation of a barber is a calling 

trade involving the public health and pub- 
he good, in that the health and protection 
from diseases of the face, skin and, some- 
times. blood, spread from barber shops con- 
ducted by unclean and incompetent barbers 
with razors no better than worn-out, 
cut saws, fully justifies the law. 


Barbers are patronized more than any other | 
and the public should be pro- , 


profession. 
tected. There is as much reason for a law 
of this kind as to barbers as there is for “uch 
a law as to dentists, pharmacists, lawyers 
and plumbers. But it is the barbem them- 
selves who are asking for and demanding this 
law. It has been the law for many years in 
several of the leading states—notably, New 
York, Maryland, West Virginia and Minhe- 
sota, where it has proven most égatisfac-

in their county are taught. The measure 
was referred to the committee on edu- 
cation. It is a measure that will no 
doubt provoke considerable discussion 
before action is taken on it. 

Mr. Adams, of Putnam, introduced a 
bill to provide for the taxation of the 
property of transient residents in Geor- 


gia. 

Two bills were introduced to extend 
the powers of the railroad commission. 
One by Messrs. Hickson and Tumlin, of 
Carroll, provides for the regulation of 
freight shipments, and one by Mr. Yates, 
of Catoosa, is to require railroads to 
put in sidetracks and physical connec- 
tions wherever necessary for the con- 
venience of the public. . 

Mr. Rawls, of Effingham, introduced a 
resolution requiring the commiissioner of 
pensions to make a detailed report every 
year to the legislature of all the pénsions 
granted and paid. , 

There were several bills introduced for 
the protection of fish and oysters in the 
tide waters along the seacoast.

‘ROOM TRADERS FOLLOWED 


Resulted in a Decline of 
Points—Chicago Reversed Her 
Position and Closed Lower. 
Stocks Closed at High 
Point. 


New York, November |.—The cotton market 
opened firm with prices 6 to I! points 
higher and for a brief period exhibited a dis- 
position to hold the advance. The Liverpool 
cables were fully 3% points better than 'ooked 
for, and conservative interests seemed to be 
friendly to the market, buying January and 
March for a furtt®r rise. But just when 
every oue looked for sharp additional gains, 
selling orders came in from the south, pre 
cumably to hedge against purcheses of spot 
cotton. Room buyers took their cue from 
this unlooked for pressure and sold out early 
purchases, while demand through commis- 
sion houses rapidly dropped off, with the re- 
result that the market by midday had lost al? 
its advance and was weak in tone. Receipts 
were larger than expected, the weather prov- 
ed more favorable than forecasted and pri- 
vate advices claimed that o#terings in the 
south were iarger than in several days. Barly 
in the afternoon the market became very 
weak under bear selling and active unloading 
of a stop order character. January broke to 
7.37 before the decline was arrexag with 
late months off in keeping. The estimates 
for tomorrow's New Orleans and Houston re- 
ceipts were larger than expected, and the 
weather forecast failed to indicate frost for 
the country tonight The week end figures 
were of bearish tmport so far as the in- 
eight’’ was concerned, being 547,000 bales, as 
compared with 450.000 bales last week. The 
holiday in New Orleans, in a small measure, 
checked new speculation. At the close the 
market was steady at a net decline of 6@12 
points. 


The Dry Goods Market.

New York, November’ |.—The market had a 
reaction this morning, but it was short livea. 
January sold up to 7.56, and at this point 
the profit taking began in a volume thal 
carried January down to 7.40 durin the 
afternoon. The weather in the extreme oeth- 
west turned warmer, and no frosts were re- 
ported in the cotton belt. Some rains fell, 
but not enough to change the bearish situa- 
tion, The amount in sight was in excess of 
550.000 bales for the week, and with nothing 
in the outlook to induce buying for an ad- 
vance, holders were :nclined to sell on the 
upturn. In nearly every respect the outlook 
war bearish, and until womething turns up 
to make cotton more valuable the same sort 
of a market is looked for. Cotton has de- 
clined about 83 points now, and the market 
seldom runs a full cent without stopping for 
a time at least. But this fine weather and 
the way cotton is making has taken all the 
snap out of the market and turned buyers, so 
that not a bale is bought now as compared 
with the trading at 8c. We do not g@ any 
special inducement to buy cotton except on 
severe declines for a reaction. We would 
like to see killing frosts, smaller receipts and 
a steady market before looking for a material 
advance in price or any decided change in the 
situation.

Chicago, November |.—An easier feeling dis- 
placing the recent urgent demand for corn 
brought lower prices in dull grain markets 
today, and December wheat closed %c lower, 
December corn %@%c depressed and December 
oats %c down. Provisions closed 2%c higher 
to 5c lower. 

Corn took the lead of the markets at the 
opening and showed an early strength that 
Promised much, December starting a shade to 
%@%c higher at 56@56%c. The cables were 
fairly strong, and on a general demand and 
but light offerings to supply them, December 
advanced %c. Profits here became tempting 
and on the news of clearing weather favoring 
shipping in the west, liquidation began. Busi- 
ness in the main was light and later resolved 
itself into a sealping affair. Bulls withdrew 
their support on the decline and December 
closed weak %@%c down at 57%c. Receipts 
were 119 cars, 

Wheat needed all the bull influence from the 
corn pit it could get to offset weaker cables 
and heavy receipts. The market was dull and 
narrow, and on the early strength in «orn 
maintained a fair opening, a shade to ‘%c 
lower at 70%c to 70%@70%c. There was one 
bullish factor present in heavy clearances, but 
it had little effect, and December on the sag- 
ging corn influence, declined slowly and close 
weak, |%c down at 70%@70%c. Local receipts 
were 18! cars, 2! of contract grade. Minne- 
apolis and Duluth reported 690 cars, making a 
total for the three points of 871 cars, against 
797 last week and 6068 a year ago. Primary 
receipts were |,184,Q00 bushels, against 5/9,- 
000 bushels a year ago, Argentina shipments 
for the week were 36,000, against 164,000 
last week and 480,000 a year ago. The sea- 
board reported 42 loads taken for export.
